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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claims 1-19 and 24-27 require only that one of 
the steps a-c is performed such that the recited breakdown voltage is obtained. There is overlap between the recited conditions and those 
disclosed by Sadana et a! 643. Applicant argues that the recited ranges are critical in producing the recited breakdown voltage. 
However, objective evidence is required. Applicant's argument that Sadana includes non-stoichiometric oxide is conclusory. Further, it is 
not necessary for the reference to disclose that the process of the reference is performed to achieve the same goals as applicant or to 
obtain the same advantages recognized by applicant. It is sufficient that the process suggested by the reference alone or in combination 
with the remaining references is encompassed by the instant claims. 
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
